19 40, Dean is completely 
i sold on fly ing and plans to enter 
the commercial field when he finishes 
the fig ht for Uncle Sam. 


C aptain Dean, 21-y ear-old son of 
Mrs. R. S. Dean of Hamlin and the 
late R. S. Dean, serv ed as pilot of a 
B-24 with the 15th A A F in Italy , 
and had one plane shot ou t from 
u nder him and another time had to 
mak e an emerg ency landing off the 
coast of Yu g oslav ia, and on another 
occasion he limped in on two eng ines 
and w hat was left of the fu selag e 
a fte r room was m ade for 157 flak 
holes (they didn’t tak e time to cou nt 
the little holes). 
It is hard to g et Dean to talk of 
his serv ice with the 15th AAF, bu t 
when he does talk , y ou ’d think he 
was talk ing abou t a pleasu re trip to 
Dallas or ju st a spin ou t the hig h­ 
way . He speak s of his decorations as 
lig htly as if they w ere prizes ou t 
of Crack er Jack s— bu t, brother, they 
don’t 
hand 
ou t 
the 
Disting u ished 
F ly ing Cross and Oak Leaf Clu ster, 
the Air Medal and three Clu sters, 
and fiv e battle stars on the ETO 
ribbon ju st for sou v enirs. 
Captain Dean completed 33 mis­ 
sions, 
and according to him, 
the 
tou g hest ones 
were 
Biechhammer, 
Germany , and 
V i e n n a , Au stria, 
w here the anti-aircraft fire made the 
g oing rou g h. 
It was the Nov . 20, 19 44, mission 
to bomb the oil refinerier at Biech­ 
ham m er that won for Dean the DFC. 
They had made the bombing ru n and 
his plane was pretty badly shot u p 
with two eng ines g one, and the g as 
su pply dwindling . One plane of the 
g rou p had been shot down ov er the 
targ et, and Dean’s and one other 
plane were crippled. The other ship 
made it back abou t half as fa r as 
Dean, before the crew abandoned it. 
The g as su pply lasted u ntil they 
were well ov er Yu g oslav ia, bu t su d­ 
denly the Liberator lost all power 
and beg an losing altitu de. Captain 
Dean remained at the controls of 
his plane, allowing the 10 other crew 
members (an ex tra man, a photog ­ 
rapher, was aboard that day ) to “ hit 
the silk ,’’ before he himself set the 
controls and baled ou t ov er enemy 
territory . The men were scattered 
ov er a section of 15 or 16 miles, bu t 
within 12 hou rs a fte r they aband­ 
oned the plane, Dean had contacted 
all of his crew and they were tog e­ 
ther ag ain. 
Yu g oslav civ ilians took the crew 
to 
the Partisans, Tito’s men, and 
then beg an the trek back to the 
American base. C aptain Dean say s 
he can’t find words strong enou g h 
for his praise of the Partisans. He 
say s they are fine people, and many 
an American boy owes his life to 
their cou rag e and brav ery . “ Their 
cou ntry was completely dev astated,”

Dean said. “ The worst y ou can imag ­ 
ine— and the people still fou g ht on, 
with practically nothing .” 
Their weapons consisted of their 
bare hands and whatev er they cou ld 
find or salv ag e 
from 
the 
enemy . 
Women fou g ht along side of the 
men. All wore any thing they cou ld 
find, 
many 
w earing 
German 
u ni­ 
forms which they had tak en from a 
dead enemy . Their only semblance 
of a Partisan u niform was a small 
red star on the front of their caps. 
In D ean’s crew, there was a man 
who 
spok e the Slav lang u ag e, so 
they were fortu nate in m ak ing them­ 
selv es u nderstood. “The Partisans,” 
he said, “treated u s fine and shared 
with u s— bu t they ju st didn’t hav e 
mu ch of any thing .” 
“Their food consisted of lam b. . . 
period,” he ex plained, “ and a coarse 
dark bread th at had to be hit hard 
ag ainst the table to be able to break 
off a piece.” AH of the men lost 
weig ht, some as mu ch as 34 pou nds, 
bu t Dean declared, “ The people are 
fine and they treated u s well.” One 
man is still in the hospital as a re­ 
su lt of his ex perience. 
The elev en men were mov ed from 
one Partisan hide-ou t to another, 
u ntil finally they reached a main 
base. There they had a British ag ent, 
a radio man, who contacted the 15th 
AAF so th a t the Americans cou ld be 
ev acu ated to their home base, 47 
day s a fte r they had tak en off to 
bomb Biechhammer. 
Dean has enou g h points to be dis­ 
charg ed, bu t he say s, 
“There’s so 
mu ch more to be done, y et, and 
there are too m any g u y s ‘ou t there’ 
still fig hting .” He will spend a 30- 
day leav e here with his m other and 
other relativ es and then will report 
to Siou x Falls, S. D., for reassig n­ 
ment. 


PFC. W ALTER S. ACKL1N 


Priv ate First Class W alter S. Ack - 
lin, who celebrated his 23rd birthday 
Ju ne 12 in the Philippines Mariv eles 
General Hospital, has g iv en the Japs 
on both Ley te and Ok inawa a few 
lessons on how a Tex as farm boy 
fig hts a war. 


On Ley te, Ack lin was a member 
of a 10-man patrol, of the 33rd In­ 
fantry Reg iment, 9 6th Div ision, that 
was sent to g et a trou blesome Jap 
sniper. The patrol failed to accom­ 
plish its mission, bu t hit the jack pot 
by stu mbling u pon and occu py ing a 
Jap command post, where they fou nd 
maps showing Jap positions and su p­ 
ply 
rou tes, 
commu nication 
eq u ip­ 
ment, cook ed rice in bowls and tea 
indicating the recent and hasty de­ 
partu re of the Japs. 


On their way back with eig ht pack 
horses which they had fou nd ou tside 
the Jap command post, they spotted 
fou r Japs setting u p a lig ht machine 
g u n near the American lines. Unnot­ 
iced by the Japs, they set u p a line 
of fire and at a sig nal from the 
sq u ad leader opened u p with ev ery 
weapon, annihilating the Japs. 


A more recent meeting between 
the Tex as r ifleman and the Japs was 
on Ok inawa, which was described in 
an article from Star* a nj Stripes: 
Twelv e men were all th at were 
left of a rifle platoon of the 9 6th 
Div ision, afte r day s of battle ag ainst 
strong Jap fortifications on Kak azu 
Ridg e, the “ Sieg fried Line” of Ok i­ 
nawa. Only the day before, they had 
repu lsed a terrific cou nterattack by 
a well-armed and well-eq u ipped Ja p­ 
anese company . 
A t the beg inning of the campaig n, 
the g oing had been easy , with ad­ 
v ance ov er a comparativ ely flat te r­ 
rain fairly rapid. Then on Kak azu 
Ridg e, the Japs g av e ou r troops the 
stiffest resistance y et encou ntered in 
the battle for Ok i. The men had to 
stop and dig in. They lay there for 
two day s and nig hts in cold and rain, 
while the Japs sat comfortably in 
their deep cav es 
throw ing m ortar 
shells on ou r boy s. 


On the third day , the order came 
to attack a well-protected row of 
fox holes only abou t 150 y ards ahead. 
Under a rain of machine g u n bu llets 
and m ortar shells, they made a dash 
ov er the rock s and throu g h the heav y 
u nderbru sh, div ing into the fox holes. 
Soon thereafter, all hell brok e loose, 
and the Jap cou nterattack beg an. 
Pfc. W alter Ack lin was the first to 
notice six Jap helmets mov ing to­ 
ward their fox holes and y elled a 
warning to the other men. Ev ery ­ 
body opened u p. 
Ack lin's 
BAR failed. 
He 
beg an 
disassembling it u nder fire. The re ­ 
coil spring was weak and wou ldn’t 
feed to the chamber. Stretching the 
sprin, he slapped the parts tog ether 
ag ain. Then he emptied two m ag a­ 
zines of bu llets into the adv ancing 
Japs. A second later, the six were 
ly ing dead almost on the embank -

ment of his fox hole. 
For a while ev ery thing was q u iet. 
The platoon’s su pply of ammu nition 
was low and they look ed frantically 
throu g h their pack s for ex tra g re­ 
nades. 
Then 
the Japs started 
u p 
ag ain with m ortars and big rock s. It 
was now obv iou s that ev ery thing was 
directed to one spot. All hit within 
15 feet of Ack lin’s fox hole. Later 
on they saw that they had been ly ­ 
ing rig ht nex t to a big hole filled 
with dy namite and picric acid stored 
by the Japs. If they ’d hit that du mp, 
the whole sq u ad wou ld hav e been 
blown to bits. 


Su ddenly the Japs made one last 
attempt. The Americans opened u p 
with their last ammu nition, v irtu ally 
mowing the Japs down. The rest of 
the Japs fled and tried to g et back 
to their cav es. In the meantime, a 
heav y weapons company mov ed in, 
and firing u nder the direction of the 
platoon serg eant, finished off the re­ 
maining Japs. 
Pfc. Ack lin, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. F. Ack lin of Hamlin, is now in the 
Mariv eles General Hospital for tre a t­ 
m ent for wou nds receiv ed April 27, 
on Ok inawa, the details of which 
hav e not been learned by the par­ 
ents. 
Ack lin entered serv ice 
Oct. 
21. 
19 42, and took his training at Camp 
White, Ore., and Ft. Lewis, Wash. 
He left for the Pacific war zones in 
Au g u st 19 44. He has been awarded 
the C o m b a t Infantry m an’s Badg e 
and the Pu rple Heart. 
A brother, Pv t. C. F. Ack lin. Jr., 
has recently left for ov erseas du ty 
in the Pacific Theater.

Dear Mr. 
Pope: When we re­ 
ceived mail aboard ship today , I was 
very happy to find that mine includ­ 
ed several Hamlin Heralds. 
Some 
were dated as far back as January , 
but they were all new to me. News­ 
papers and magazines are invaria­ 
bly out of date by the time they 
reach us, and usually they all come 
at once. Several things have hap­ 
pened to me since my last Letter, 
some of which may be interesting to 
y ou. 
As y>ou know, I am now aboard an 
APA (Attack Transport) in the Pac­ 
ific. This ty pe ship is generally em­ 
ploy ed 
in 
t h e 
transportation of 
troops to a new invasion area, at 
which time they are debarked and 
sent ashore in small landing craft. 
My primary duty aboard is disburs­ 
ing officer of the ship. I am responsil 
ble for the pay ment of the officers 
and crew as well as all bills for sup­ 
plies and eq uipage received for use 
aboard this ship. It is q uite a job to 
convince 
Uncle Sam that all hi> 
money is being spent according to 
the public laws as set down by con­ 
gress. We are personally responsi­ 
ble and have to account for all 
money coming into our possession, 
and for the benefit of people wish­ 
ing to know what is happening to 
the money in this war—my ex pendi­ 
tures will soon reach the million 
mark. This is only one of thousands 
of ships out here and it has been in 
commission only seven months. This 
req uires only a small amount of my 
time though, the rest being taken 
up by coding, censorship, and court 
martial boards and by acting as de­ 
barkation officer and a division of­ 
ficer. All of the work is very inter­ 
esting. 
When we left San Francisco, we 
first went to New Caledonia and 
spent a few day s at Noumea. This is 
a French mandate at which both the 
army and navy have bases. The in­ 
habitants 
are mostly French and 
Javanese. It was a colorful place but 
awfully crowded with military per­ 
sonnel. An officer on our ship was 
stationed there for two y ears with 
Naval Intelligence and knew his way 
around. I went to a Javanese wed­ 
ding with this officer and it was an 
amazing ex perience. It lasted for 
three day s consisting of native danc­ 
es. chants, rituals, etc. The people 
were very cordial. 
We went from there to Guadal­ 
canal and spent a very uneventful 
week. All I could see were soldiers 
and some of the blackest native- I 
have seen y et. Our nex t stop was 
the Russell Islands, not far from the 
Solomons. It was there, on the Island 
of Bovuvu, that I had a very happy 
reunion with Lt. Loren Griffin and 
five of our fraternity brothers from 
college. We had 
there to pick 
up the 1st Marines for the invasion 
of Okinawa, and I was wandering 
aroupd on the island one afi&rnoori 
when I happened to stop in the per­ 
sonnel office and loq ked over the 
roster of officers, hoping to find 
someone I knew. You can imagine 
the surprise I felt when 1 saw: Is 
Lt. Loren E. Griffin, Hamlin, Tex as 
I found his q uarters and walked lei 
aurely in, and y ou should have see 
the look on hi* face when 
I aske 
how he wa* getting along! He reall 
came to life. We b^d a long tal 
about home and then he took m 
over to see the pthep fellows. W 
hadn’t see* each other sinee we har' 
left cq Uge in Denton. 
They went back to the ship wit’ 
me fftr dinner that night and 
I wen 
back over for Rinch with them the 
nex t day . We took, some pictures 
and had about three day s together 
berfore we left for the operation. 
One of the fallows was Lt. Pete 
Pace, from Rule, Tex as. We went 
from there up to the Carolines to 
await “U” day . I found later on that 
the late Ernie Py le was traveling 
aboard the flagship in our sq uadron. 
We invaded Okinawa on the morn­ 
ing of Easter Sunday , April 1. You 
can't imagine the vast armada of 
hips that 
approached 
that small 
sland and began the terrific bom- 
“This next stickfpl o’ type is goin’ 
k lm ,nt in the . ar.y dawn. Every -

hing was a continuous roar and 
hsh. The entire sky was illuminat- 
d and as far as the ey e could see 
n all directions, there were ships, 
ihins. and more ships of all ty pes 
ind kinds. It was the mightiest as­ 
sembly of naval power ever before 
orought together in the Pacific. The 
troops were disembarked at 8:30 
that morning and left for the beach­ 
es. Here, I would like to mention 
my very high admiration for the L. 
S. Marines, in all, they were aboard 
ship about 30 day s and we really 
to know them. Some of the 
ou- '•'bin were veterans 


from as far back as Guadalcanal. 
These men never once complained 
about the crowded conditions aboard 
ship, about the w a y they were 
cramped together with so 
l i t t l e 
space, about the place they were go­ 
ing or what they were going to do. 
They were alway s agreeable and 
cheerful. They had a job to do and 
they were prepared for it spiritually , 
mentally , and phy sically . For a long 
time they didn’t know where they 
were going, but didn’t seem to care. 
They had been through Peleliu only 
a few months before and they knew 
what it was all about. 
We had done all we could to 
make things a little easier for them 
with our limited facilities. The last 
week, enroute, we had all ty pes of 
Worship every day and y ou couldn’t 
get within hearing distance of the 
Chaplain for the crowd of Marines 
and sailors. These men spent all 
morning sharpening their knives and 
cleaning their guns, over and over 
again, and then went to church in 
the afternoon. They even went over 
the side of the ship on that last day 
laughing and joking, telling us to 
come back for them in a few months 
and take them on to Toky o. Those 
Marines were real men, and it was 
a pleasure just to have known them. 
Early on the morning of “D” day 
a few Jap planes came over and ap­ 
parently were 
bewildered by the 
massive sight below them, because 
they were shot down without firing 
a shot themselves. A flight of bomb­ 
ers also camie over late in the after­ 
noon, and we were firing every thing 
we had at them, but they passed on 
over, too high. We encountered no 
surface vessels and only saw one 
torpedo which missed us. We were 
very lucky all the way —q uite a few 
others weren’t so lucky . 
We left Okinawa on April 5 and 
went back to Pearl Harbor for about 
ten day s—then on back to San Fran­ 
cisco, which was a very welcomed 
sight. I might also mention that 
there were some very strange look­ 
ing individuals attending the Peace 
Conference there. I was fortunate 
in getting to spend three day s with 
‘my wife before coming back out 
again. 
We are now on another cruise, the 
destination of which, I can’t give 
y ou as y ou know. I don’t know how 
long we will be out this time or 
where the Japs can ex pect the nex t 
blow, but I’m hoping that final vic­ 
tory is within sight. The end of the 
war in Europe is certainly a bit of 
encouraging news out here. Now I 
think we have a really good chance 
to hear from my brother, Lt. M. Y. 
Wilson, who has been missing in ac­ 
tion over Germany for more than a 
y ear. 
I hope I haven’t rambled on too 
Give n 
. Wef; 
we will all be back before too ipuch 
longer.

GOD HAD TO DO IT 
(Continued from last week) 


The fruits of modernism and infidelity which have so largely 
vitiated Protestantism today are but the proper harvest of the seeds 
sowed many long y ears ago. Time matured the crop. When Ger­ 
man rationalism and higher criticism got on the inside of the so- 
called ranks of Christendom, and began to work from the inside to 
destroy faith in the Bible, God allowed to be set into motion that 
influence that will as surely destroy Protestantism as that effect 
follows cause, as step follows on step. The grip of Protestantism 
on the masses of its communicants is paraly zed now by modernism 
anj higher criticism. Nothing much is believed. The Bible is not a 
vital book. Its morals and max ims are go» od for men and women, 
but a close critical study will show that the historic transmission of 
them through the pages of the Bible is very unreliable; the Bible 
is not an authoritative book. What it say s, if it harmonizes*with 
man’s felt needs, then very well. Otherwise, please pass it. Com­ 
mandments there are in the Bible—y es, of course; but it does not 
matter. One does not have to obey a commandment of God. This 
attitude was already in the apologetic carcass of Protestantism be­ 
fore modernism came to mingle its vitiating influence to the whole. 
Now Protestantism is insipid as skimmed milk. Man, the theologian, 
came to the point of destroy ing his own faith. Theology that should 
have been the servant and handmaiden of religion became the mas­ 
ter; it led, not to God, as it should have done, but to unbelief. 


Largely from Germany came the first great power of reform 
in the day s of Martin Luther. Largely from iGermany in the great 
theologians came the destructive criticism that now in turn is pull­ 
ing down the very walls which it built. 
One wonders: Has God 
wrought destruction to a nation that has wrought these things in 
the world? It looks like it. 


This era could not produce a man like Hawthorne to write 
“The Scarlet Letter.” That saga to psy chological reaction to sin 
would not be read by the y oung moderns. If it is read now at all, 
it is simply read as a prescribed item in literature. Crass y oung 
moderns no longer believe in sin. Heaven and hell are very remote. 
With the theory of “one world 
at ' a time” the eschatology of the 
Bible is winked at, if believed at all. Sin does not ex ist. It is mere­ 
ly a maladjustment to society ; it is missing the mark; it is that much 
of a social misdirection. The moral imperatives of the soul are 
ex aggerated cultured influences in the mind which education will 
enable us to forget. Personal integration is social integration at 
last, and the reward is immediate. Eternal rewards and punish­ 
ments will take care of themselves in due time, if and when we 
reach another order. This created a perfect setting for the social 
gospel. It goes hand in band with modernism. 


The terrors of hell of the day s of Jonathan Edwards may be 
could with propriety be abated. So powerfully did he believe in and 
preach hell that (so it is reported) when he read a tex t from the 
Bible the congregation seized on the back of the pews to keep from 
slipping into hell. Now with the blandishments of a blase and ribatld 
spirit the brave y oung moderns would sweep a broad gesture toward 
the infernal regions and ejaculate: “Oh y eah!” No terrors now; 
no cringing. There is too much unbelief. 


This spirit has actually permeated the masses. There is no 
actual preparation in human society for the acceptance of the gos­ 
pel of Christ. Yet the gospel must be preached. Perhaps it is not 
a worse era than that in which Christianity made its first advent 
into the world. 


This crass humanism, this godlessness, this social gospel that 
takes “one world at a time,” discounting eternal justice and the 
“ex ceeding sinfulness of sin,” demanded some discipline. The war 
is that discipline. Mankind was simply off the track. 


There is more than an “ontological” God; there is more than 
the God of the deist. God has an interest in the moral government 
of the world. He has an interest in the moral outcome of the world. 
He cannot desert man in the processes of moral operation, and 
even in the phy sical laws of nature, where those laws also come 
into contact with the moral principles. He is in this thing until it 
is finished—until the judgement. He does discipline mankind for its 
failure. 
(Read Heb. 12:1-9 .) 


Our nation started as a religious nation. The first great in­ 
stitutions had their beginning in the religious instinct and for re­ 
ligious ends. Our great universities were started bv religious people, 
and largely by preachers. As time went on, secular influences, to­ 
gether with the infiltration of modernism and higher criticism, and 
even the evolutionary hy pothesis, came in with ever-increasing vol­ 
ume. Now, after some three hundred y ears, secularism has taken 
over almost completely . That is not alone true of the great uni­ 
versities, but also of the free public schools down to the grades. 
There is no Bible reading. Many of the teachers are wild-ey ed so­ 
cial gospelers, shallow infidels, destroy ing the faith of our children 
and converting to secularism as many as they can. 


God had to do it. 


If Protestantism betray ed God, if science was turned in upon 
man, if the social gospel came to be preached and man refused to 
look ahead, if moral responsibility was denied (and all these are 
true), and if secularism came to be man’s god, then God had to 
do it. 


Fellow citizens, it is God's way or it is chaos. W hat are y ou 
going to do about it
